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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues Krishna fails to teach N input buffers that are internal to said switch fabric and are external to said input port and N 
output buffers that are internal to the switch fabric and are external to said output port. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Referring to the final rejection mailed on 8/30/07, the cited elements and column and line numbers in claims 1, 4, 7, and 14 teach the 
elements described in the invention. Furthermore, figure 1 illustrates N input buffers (queues 56, 57, 58) internal to the switch fabric (49) 
and external to the input port (53) and N output buffers (65) internal to the switch fabric (49) and external to the output port (62). Applicant 
also argues Krishna fails to teach a bufferless, non-blocking interconnection network. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees and 
would like to direct the applicant's attention to Figure 1 , crossbar 89 and col. 3, lines 63-65 and also col. 6, lines 60-61 , in which channels 
80-88 form crossbar 89, which does not include any buffers. Therefore, all claim limitations have been met and the rejection has been 
maintained. 
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
